WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Official sanc- 
tion was given today by the Govern- 
ment for the transmission of United 
States mails by’ aeroplane for the first 
time in history. Permission was grant- 
ed by Postmaster-General Hitchcock for 
J. A: D. McCurdy to carry the United 
States mails in this manner from an 
out-going liner to New York next Sat- 
urday when the vessel is 50 miles at 
sea. This flight was arranged by the 


St.. Louis Post-Dispatch and the New 
\York World. 

The mail pouch. which McCurdy will 
carry from the liner to the New York 
postoffice will contain letters from pas- 
sengers of the steamship for transmis- 
sion to various parts of the world. The 
only condition imposed by the Postmas- 
ter-General is that the writers of all 


notice that the mail is to be carried by 
aeroplane. 

In imposing this condition the Govern- 
ment is relieved of all responsibility in 
case the letters are lost while in transit 
from the steamship to the New York 
postoffice.

NAVY INTERESTED 
IN FLIGHT PLANS 


Distinguished Military Men 
Will Witness Strange Test 


Next Saturday. 

@y Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau ef the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov, 3—Barring thick 
foz or a gale, Saturday next will wit- 
ness one of the most interesting tests 
to which the aeroplane has yet been 
subjected. This is to have an aero- 
plane arise from the deck of a steam- 
ship when the vessel is 50 miles from 
this port and then to make the flight 

from ship to shore. 

In order to carry out this test, the 
Post-Dispatch and World have made a 
contract with J. A. D. McCurdy, the 
aviator, and has entered into an ar- 
rangement with the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line, whereby the Kaiserin Au- 
guste Victoria will be.made available 
for the experiment. On the starboard 
side of the forecastle of this 26,000 ton 
steamship, there is now being fitted 
a@ runway from which McCurdy and 
tis 60-horse power Curtiss biplane will 
rises for the long sea flight. 

The ability of an aeroplane to arise 
from the deck of a vessel and then to 
make its way to some point on shore 
is the only test of the air machine 
which has not yet been applied. There 
seems no good reason why it should 
not be accomplished. Ever since the 
aeroplane was removed from the neg- 
ligible class of toys, its employment 
from shipboard has been discussed by 
army and navy officials and by their 
service journals. 

Navy Bureau to Co-Operate, 

When the matter was broached to As- 
sistant Secretary Winthrop of the Navy 
Department, he evinced keen interest 
and requested full details of the plan. 
The result of the telegraphic correspond- 
ence conducted through the Washington 
bureau of these newspapers was that 
the acting Secretary sent word that two 
destroyers of the Seventh torpedo boat 
flotilla would be directed to co-operate 
with the Post-Dispatch and World and 
that instructions to this effect had been 
mailed to Commander G. W. Williams, 
commanding the flotilla, which is now 
moored at the pier at the foot of Eighti- 
eth street, North River. 

It is expected that a score or more of 
army and navy officers will witness the 
test.

Documents Cencerning Real 
‘Estate Swindles “Disappear 
From Headquarters. 


ONE LETTER IS LEFT 


Was Written. toe Creecy— 
Fugitive on Way Here 
for Trial. 


All of the police records and reports 
in the Alfred W. Syrett case, except 
one unimportant document, are myste- 


riously missing from the department 
files. 


This was discovered Thursday by Chief 
Young when he called for the records 
to be sent to the Circuit Attorney’s 
office for use in the prosecution of the 
St. Louis ‘refugee who is being brought 
back from Brooklyn to answer charges 
of forgery and theft in connection with 


the sale of St. Louis suburban real es- 
tate. The Chief has ordered an investi- 
gation. 

In the file box where the Syrett rec- 
ords should have been there was found 
only a letter to former Chief of Police 
Crecey from former Circuit Attorney 
Sager containing an official announce- 
ment that Syrett had forfeited his 
bond and was a fugitive from justice. 
This letter was written in 1907. — 

The police records should contain sev-: 
eral reports on the Syrett case. One of 
these came from the Mounted District, 
of which George T. McNamee was cap- 
tain at the time of Syrett’s first disap- 
pearance in 196. McNamee was vice-. 
president. and director in several of 
Syrett’s companies and is now Captain 
of the Soulard District. 

Other Reports Gone. 

There also were several reports from 
the Central District. Bach of these 
contained specific information as to the 
names of persons who had charges to 
make against  Syrett.

“A RECEIVER FOR 


MERCHANTS BRIDGE 


Brings Suit Against the Ter- 
minal Co. and\Asks for 
an Injunction. 


WANTS BOOKS HELD 


Declares Damage to City in 
17 Years of Monopoly 
Is $67,250,000, 


In a petition filed in the Unite 
States Circuit Court Thursday by 
John C. Higdon, a patent attorney, 
an injunction wags asked restraining 
the Terminal] Raliroad Association of- 
ficers and constituent companies from 
disposing of any of their properties or 
removing from the State any of their 


books or records, to forfeit the Mer- 
chants Bridge and to appoint a tTe- 
ceiver to take charge of the affairs of 
the St. Louls Merchants Bridge Co. 

David R. Francis, Democratic can- 
didate for the Senate, is named as one 
of the defendants in Attorney Hig- 
don's suit. Higdon alleges that 
Francis “combined and confederated 
with other officers of the defendant 
corporations” to sell to the Terminal 
Association the Merchants Bridge. 

Asks for Help. 

Higdon asks that the court permit 
other citizens to join with him in the 
suit and requests the help of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, the Missour! Manu- 
facturers’ Association, the Million Pop- 
ulation Club and St. Louis attorneys in 
prosecuting his action against the Ter- 
minal. 

The excessive charges collected by the 
Terminal Association on freight shipped 
and received by an automobile company 
in which he was interested, Higdon al- 
leges, caused the failure of the concern. 
Higdon avers that he lost $15,000 and 
his home and that he is now almost re- 
duced to “a condition of absolute want. ’ 

In Higdon’s petition of 15 typewritten 
pages he recites the history of the or- 
ganization of the Merchants’ Bridge and 
its subsequent merger with the Terminal 
Association. 

It is alleged that in permitting the 
sale of the Merchants Bridge Co.'s 
stock to the Terminal Association the 
officers of the former corporation vio- 
lated the act of Congress authorizing the 
bridge. 

Act Not Fair, He Contends. 

The amendment of the act, Higdon 
contends, was not sufficient to im- 
pair the prohibition against a com- 
bination with another bridge, and for 
that reason a forfeiture of the bridge 
has been worked. 

The damuaze done- to citizens of St. 
Louis Higion estimates at $67,260,000 
for the 17 years during which the mo- 
nopoly has continued. David R. Fran- 
cis ig quoted.as authority for the state- 
ment that excessive freight charges cost 


i} the shippers $1,000,000 a year.

The defendants. named by Higdon, be- 
sides Francis, are the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co., the Terminal Rail- 
way Co., St. Louis Bridge Co., and the 
Terminal Railroad Association of St. 
Louis.

But I will say this 
honestly and fearlessly and as one who 
is sure of this ground—I. have more trouble 
in the direction of my sailors getting 
drunk in the ports of Maine than I have 
had with my men while at any other 
ports in the world. I have gone ashore 
with a boatload of men in Portland, and 
when they returned to the boat, in a 
surprisingly short time, they, my own 
sailors, did not know me. As far as the 
liquor question is concerned I would 
rather take my men anywhere in the 


world than bring them to Maine. 

‘*I do not believe in the prohibitory 
law unenforced, and I have mever yet 
seen it enforced in Maine. I have found 
by experience that my men could always 
get whisky in Maine. No, not whisky, 
tor it was always poison, and for the 
most part wood .

Auerswald Sets “Up Novel 
Plea at Trial for Kill- 
ing Man. 


Edwin A. Auerswald, who shot and 
killed George A. De Lano, manager of 
a restaurant, because a waiter was 
slow with his order, set up as his 
defense in his trial Thursday that he 
was known to his friends as Eddie 
the Nut, and was subject to attacks 
of temporary insanity. 

De Lano’s widew and her four chil- 
dren, the oldest a boy of 12 years, the 
youngest a girl of 13 months, sat in 
the courtroom. Their home is_ at 
1410A Marcus avenue. 

Auerswald went into Hodge’s place 
at 818 Pine street on the night of 
Aug. 11 last. He ordered chile con 
carne and crackers, and a waiter 
brought him bread instead of the 
crackers. He demanded that the mis- 
take be repaired, but the waiter was 
so siow in fulfilling his order that 
he became boisterous. 

Because of his behavior, De Lano, 
manager of the place, put him out. He 
went to a pawnshop, bought a revolver, 
returned and started a quarrel, which 
ended in the killing of De Lano.

Wabash Railroad, was called as the 
first witness to substantiate the insanity 
defense. He said Auerswald had worked 
in the office beside him for seven years. 

‘We all called him ‘Eddie, the Nut,’ 
Bell testified. ‘‘He used to tell us he 
was hit on the head with a baseball 
bat when he was a boy, and that at 
certain phases of the-moon he went 
crazy. He would get away behind, in 
his work, and then do two or three 
men’s work for several days until he 
caught up. He said he would never 
wear a ring, because rings affected the 
brain.”

If there is one thing on which Democrats are

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MR. REED’S VISIT. 

The coming of James A. Reed to campaign for 
the Democratic senatoria] nomination in the 
home city of his leading opponent, former Gov. 
Francis, is an interesting event. Mr. Reed is a 
man of ability and force. He has occupied a 
conspicuous place as a Democratic leader, not 
only in Kansas City, but in the State. He was 
Prosecuting Attorney and twice Mayor of Kan- 
sas City. He was a candidate for Governor. He 
is an orator of high reputation. His experience 
in public life, his work as a political leader, his 
serviee in office and his capacity entitle him to 
a hearing and to serious consideration as a sen- 
atorial candidate. 

The Post-Dispatch last month published an im- 
partial report of Mr. Reed’s record as a public 
officer and a public man. The testimony of both 
friends and opponents was taken in order that 
a fair view of the man’s public oow might be 
given the people. 

The sole charge made against Mr. Reed is that 
he favored the Metropolitan Traction Co. of Kan- 
sas City, to some extent while Mayor, but chiefly 
after his retirement from office when he sup- 
ported a bill to grant a long term franchise to 
the company. He is criticised also because his 
law firm accepted employment from the Metro- 
politan Traction Co. four years after Mr. Reed 
had retired from office. 

It is to Mr. Reed’s credit that he frankly and 
freely. discusses these criticisms and offers justi- 
fying explanations of his conduct at every point. 
He says that under the “peace agreement” made 
with the traction company by his administration 
substantial concessions were obtained. Universal 
transfers, street improvement, increased tax rev- 
enues and needed track extensions were gained. 
Mr. Reed justifies his support of the franchise 
hill of the company on the ground that it pro- 
vided for substantial benefits which could not 
otherwise be obtained. It provided for an imme- 
diate reduction of fares to 4 cents and subsequent 
reductions as the earnings warranted; it gave 
the city thorough contro] of the service. The em- 
ployment of his firm was for the defense of cer- 
tain special damage suits. He was not the at- 
torney of the company. 

Under close examination the charges fritter 
down to rather trivial objections in regard to 
which there might well be differences of opinion. 

On the other hand, during his term of office 
as Mayor he is credited with a continual] fight 
for lower rates and better service from public 
utility companies. He increased the'r taxes. He 
forced a reduction in the cost of lighting the city. 
a reduction in the telephone rate and in the price 
of natural gas. He helped to obtain Kansas 
City’s admirable terminal system on conditions 
which preclude monopoly toll. As Prosecuting 
Attorney he had a record of 285 ‘convictions in 
287 prosecutions. Altogether Mr. Reed has ap 
excellent official record. 

Mr. Reed is not identified nor connected with | 
special interests which might hamper or influ- 
énce his work as a legislator. It may be said for 
him that no evidence of corporation service in 
the form of spoils clings to him. He has not 
made a great fortune. 

Mr. Reed’s Democracy while he ‘has been in 
public life has never been questioned. What he 
‘sg advocating now he has always advocated. 
There is no record or utterance upon which to 
base a charge of inconsistency or insincerity. But 
we do not sympathize with his criticism of former 
Gov. Francis for refusing: to support Bryan ip 
1896. That act of independence was creditable 
to Mr. Franc's. - 

The crucial point to be determined by the vot- 
érs concerning Mr. Reed, ex-Gov. Francis or any 
other candidate is, what does he represent now? 
What will he represent in Congress—the people's 
interests or the special interests ‘nimical to the 
popular control of government? In determining 
this vital question, the attitude, the interests, 
the affiliations, the record, the utterances of the 
man must be considered. No influence should 
be permitted to swerve Democrats from thei: 
duty to choose a Senator who will serve the 
people.

Tested the Vaccination Theory. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read your very Interesting editorial on com- 
pulsory’ vaccination in yesterday's issue, and I 
think your views are right. Compulsory inocu- 
lation is indeed an _ invasion of private 
rights. My ‘children have never been vac- 
cinated, and _I_ shall test the validity 
of the compulsory law should any attempt 
be made by the health authorities to compel 
them to be vaccinated. 

Experience with smallpox has taught me the 
theory of vaccination as a preyentive from small- 
pox contagion is wrong. During an epidemic: of 
smallpox in East St. Louls a few years ago my 
children and myself were daily exposed to small 
pox contagion for a period of three or four 
months, while caring for the stricken families. 


We were advised by a very eminent physician 


not to be vaccinated. I carefully attended to 
the physical and sanitary instructions given by 
the doctor, and we did not at any time have a 
symptom of smallpox: whereas some of those who 
were stricken with disease in its most viru- 
lent form had previously been vaccinated. If 
vaccination is a positive preventive from small- 
pox contagion, as some of its advocates claim ‘t 
is why does a doctor who has been inoculated 
teke such careful sanitary precautions to, pre- 
vent himself from contracting the disease when 
he is treating a smallpox patient? Why would 
such precaution be necessary if vaccination is 
a sure preventive?

Facts About Prohibition. 
To the Editor of the; Post-I ispatch. 

Liquor legislation must’ necessarily follow one 
of two policies. It may aim at the abolition of 
the liquor traffic or at the regulation of the 
traffic. These two policies are ex- 
treme opposites at every point and in every fea- 
ture. The object of one is to kill, that of the 
It is on this broad question of 
@eneral policy that the people are divided today. 
No legislative system has ever been more ex- 
tensively nor fairly tested than that of prohi- 
bition. 

New Hampshire adopted prohibition in 1855 and 
repealed the- law in 1903, after a trial of 48 
years. 

Vermont adopted a prohibition measure in 1850 
and repealed it In 1903. 

Massachusetts had it in 1853 to 1868 and from 
1869 to 1875. Rhode Island from 1852 to 1863 and 
from 1886 to 1889. Connecticut tried it from 1854 
to 1872, and Michigan from 1855 to 1875. 

Iowa had partial prohibition from 1855 to 1884, 
and complete prohibition upon its statute books 
from 1884 to 1893, but compromised with herself by 
adopting the mulct law, under which intoxicants 
may be sold lawfully. 

Nebraska had it from 1855 to 1858. 

The states of New York, Indiana and Wisconsin 
enacted prohibitory laws which were held to be 
unconstitutional by the courts of last resort of 
those states. 

There could be no stronger evidence of the 
failure of prohibition than the fact that these 
states that have adopted the system have since 
abandoned it and gone back to the policy of 
license and regulation. The people of these states 
adopted prohibition in good faith. They honestly 
and earnestly desired “to wipe out intemperance. 
They realized that intemperance was directly or 
indirectly the cause of much crime, poverty and 
dinease, that it was a financial burden on the 
state and that it was a hindrance to -material 
prosperity and to moral progress. They thought 
it was a better policy to abolish than to license 
and regulate a traffic that seemed to. them to be 
the root and source of this evil. Now, to claim 
that prohibition was even measurably successful 
in these states, that it accomplished even a little 
good is to insult the intelligence of the people 
of the states mentioned. No sensible person can 
believe that these states would have deliberately 
repudiated a system that they had adopted in 
high hopes and with high mora! purpose, if they 
had found that that system was making for so- 
briety, prosperity and good citizenship. The only 
| and common 
sense is that the people after years of bitter ex- 
perience found that they had built on false hopes 
and that conditions were not only no better, but 
far worse onder hibition than they had been 
under the license system. 
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MISSOURI AND MASSACHUSETTS. 


From the Louisville Courfer-Jorunal. 

In the census of 1910 the figures show 
that the State of Massachusetts gained 
2 per cent in population since 1900, 
while the State of Missouri gained only 
6 per cent. In consequence Massachu- 
sette moves up ahead with a popula- 
tion of 3,966,416 
3,293,335 for Missouri. 

A writer in the Kansas City Star of-. 
fers this explanation as to why Mis- 
souri thus loses a supremacy which has. | 
been maintained for 4 years: 

“In the matter of good roads over the 
whole State, so vital to development of 
resources and’ increase of population. Mis- 
sourt has practically done nothing, while 
Massachusetts has done a great deal and 
is keeping it up. During the past ten 
years Missouri has enacted a law providing 
for State highways, but has provided no 
fund with which to build them, and no 
fund to assist communities in building rock 
roads, though the law recognizes the prin- 
ciple of State aid. Hence no such high- 
ways end roads have been constructed. 
Massachusetts, under wise laws, started 
to build good roads ten years ago, The 
State has already bullt about 604 miles of 
State highways and expended about 36 
000,000 for building and repairs with «a 
repavement from counties of one-quarter of 
this sum as the law provides. These roads 
are built and repaired by the State. The 
money is obtained by issuing bonds run- 
ning thirty years, which are cared for by 
a sinking fund. 

“In addition te these State highways 
showing the spirit that moves Massachu- 
setts onward and does not seem to move 
Mibsourl, the Massachusetts towns~ (the 
same as our tewnships in Missouri) dur- 
ing the past ten years have appropriated 
from their own funde enough to build be- 
tween €00 and 700 miles of broken stone 
roads, This has been done in the firm be- 
lief that it te a good investment and will 
return targe dividends to the taxpayers,” 

Scates which expect te grow in pop- 
ulation and in wealth and general pros- 
perity cannot afford to neglect the road 
question. There may be other reasons 
why Massachusetts has passed Missouri 
in the census of 1910, but the contrast 
in read conditions undoubtedly shows 
an important contributing cause for the 
shift of positions.

One of the minutes relates to the 
purhcase of seven barrels of nails, Oct. 
1, 1907. Secretary Hussman was asked 
if the club had use for so many nails. 
He said some nails were used, but ad- 
mitted, on further questioning, that the 
purchase might have been beer. 

Interference by the police with the 
club began in September. As a result, 
only 18 kegs of beer were consumed in 
that month.

Rocsevelt willingly but Twombly was 
not inclined *to respond until in- 
duced to do so’by Frick. The Even- 
ing Post gives ‘these details of the 
visit of the two ‘financiers to Col, 
Roosevelt: ' 

“It has been known in the financial 
Cistrict that Henry’ C. Frick and the 
late Hamilton McK. Twombly visited 
Mr Roosevelt at the hite House on 
ollowing their 
visit and talk with Mr. Roogevelt, 
they and their friends contributed 
$100,000 td the Republican campaign 
fund. Of'this sum $50,000 was raised 
by Mr. Frick and $50,000 by Mr. 
Twombly. So far as can be learned 
this money was expended in New 
Yerk State. EB. H. Harriman made 
his famous visit to Mr. Roosevelt a 
little later in the same month. To 
what use the money that he and Frick 
end Mr. Twombly contributed has al- 
reedy been explained. 

“Mr. Frick went very willingly to 
see Mr. Roosevelt and knew thorough- 
ly well in advance what the topic 
of conversation was to be when he 
reached the White House. Mr. 
Twombly did not go so willingly. He 
was induced by Mr. Frick to make 
the journey. As a result of the visit 
and of his talk with Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Frick, Mr. Twombly was con 
vinced that his business interests and 
the Vanderbilt interests would be 
served by making a liberal contribu- 
tion to the Republican campaign funa 

“At the time he went to Washington 
with Mr. Frick, Mr. Twombly was luke- 
warm in his attitude toward Mr. Roose- 
velt, and was far from being convinced 
of the wisdom of retaining the then 
President in the White House for four 
years more. At this time Mr. Twombly 
was director in no less than 4 railroads, 
banks and insurance companies, and 
was, of course, closely affiliated with 
the so-called “Vanderbilt interests.’ 

Talked About Visit. ~ 

“That Mr. Twombly had no {tllusions 
about the cause of his visit to Wash- 
ington was emphatically brought out in 
a conversation which he had with an 
acquaintance on the day before he went 
‘to the White House. 

“This man was very much surprised 
to learn from Mr. Twombly’s own lips 
that he was going to Washington to 
lunch with the President on the follow- 
ing day. He asked itr. Twombly wheth- 
er Mr. Roosevelt had sent for him to 
discuss railway legislation. 

“Mr. Twombly replied: ‘Pshaw! no; 
he wants money.’ It appears also that 
it was largely at the solicitation of Mr. 
Frick that he had consented to go to 
the White House. 
- “Afterward Mr. Twombly gave a full 
account of fhis visit. Whatever argu- 
ments were brought to bear on Mr. 
'Twombly were sufficient to convince 
him -and it was through his representa- 
tions on his return that he and the in- 
terests which he represented made up 
the sum of $50,000 and turned it into the 
Republican campaign fund. 

“Mr. Twombly’s accounts of the visit 
sand his conference with Mr. Roosevelt 
were often voiced and never varied. 
They invariably included, though this 
may have been merely a coincidence, 
his amazement at the tenor of Mr. 
Roosevelt's subsequent attitude toward 
corporate wealth. It can be truthfully 
stated that Mr. Twombly died. far more 
hostile to Mr. Roosevelt than he was 
before he journeyed to the White 
House.”’.
